Good afternoon, 


At our meeting, we discussed identifying the occupants of the EOC that would be protected in the 
event of a tornado. The BCA tool uses 3-time segments (screen shot below) that we would want to 
identify the population that would seek refuge in the EOC. 

FEMA guide lines for the protected population [found in FEMA P-361 and the Hazard Mitigation 
Assistance (HMA) Guidance Addendum, C.3] identify a 0.5-mile travel distance (or 5 minutes) as the 
population that can be considered as protected by a safe room. The route would need to consider 
access considerations, so it is likely that most of the staff on the Air National Guard / National Guard 
facility would be considered - but if the facility would be restricted to airport passengers (i.e. - they 
would be not be allowed onto the base), they might not be considered part of the protected 
population. 

I've copied Brian O'Connor who does many of our Safe Room reviews in case there are any more 
questions regarding the population protected.
